Specification 



1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on line 1, the phrase "System and 
method for increasing data transfer rate" is suggested to be changed to "A system and method for 
increasing data transfer rate is disclosed". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 4, the word "bit" 
is suggested to be changed to "bits". Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



5. Claims 1-27 are allowable over prior art (if above objections are overcome) because 
related references do not disclose buffering every three bits of a digital signal waveform, 
encoding and decoding the buffered three bits of the digital signal waveform, wherein the 
encoded waveform contains three bits of information for each single bit time of the digital signal 
waveform, wherein the encoding increases the data transfer rate of the waveform. Related 
references also do not disclose encoding three bits of a digital waveform into an encoded 
waveform which comprises of only two sections.

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Moritoki et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5, 243, 628) discloses encoding a waveform using 
one bit for a first half of the unit bit time and a second bit for the second half of the unit bit time.
